The Court viewed the offence with the utmost gravity and could 
not regard it as trivial merely because there were no serious injuries, said

Defence Counsel, Mr T. Shirlock, pleaded in mitigation that Lawton’s 
marital troubles were at the. root of the offence and asked for leniency in view 
of the defendants’ youthfulness and the fact that they were completely penitent.
